However, in view of our deadline for filing these documents, if I have not heard 
from you nor received your executed declarations by September 27 , 1 will assume that 
you have declined to sign these documents. In which case, we will proceed under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.47(b) to file a petition with the Commissioner of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office stating that both of the joint inventors of these identified patent 
applications have either declined to sign the oaths or declarations or could not be located 
after diligent effort. As permitted under the regulations, an official of Anticancer, 
Incorporated, as assignee of the present inventions, will then make application for the 
above identified patent applications.
